EARTH CENTERED ?

hen it comes to choosing 
6<h) between Heaven and 
Hell, most people would 


not find the choice too difficult to 
make. But when it comes to choosing 
between Heaven and Earth — that is 
a more complicated matter. “Demas 
hath forsaken me,” wrote Paul, not 
because he had decided to go to hell, 
but because he “loved this present 
world.” Perhaps Demas did not con- 
sider that he was choosing between 
Heaven and Hell, but only between 
Heaven and Earth. 
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The departure of Demas no doubt 
clarified the fact that the emphasis of 
the Gospel as Paul preached it, was 
not on this present world but on the 
eternal relationship of souls to God. 
The Demases of our day do not all 
leave the Gospel to go their own way, 
some of them re-direct the gospel to 
take them where they want to go. The 
gospel for this world has become in 
many cases the gospel preached. 

The preaching of our time by the 
modernists has been the preaching of 
a gospel of this world — the social 


gospel. It 
according to the social gosp: 
ers, is to transform this present w 
by changing the conditions on eart 
to become like those in heaven. Ix 
the interest aroused by this preaching 
Heaven loses and Earth gains. 


But now the social gospel gives way 
to the psychiatric gospel. Since the 
social gospel did not succeed in 
changing the world _ around a 
enough, the gospel now becomes the 
means of changing us so that we hi 


tolerate and become adapted to thi 
present, rather unchanged world: 
This is a sort of “personalized” socia) 
gospel, having for its theme, not how 
to survive the judgment and stand in 
the presence of a holy God and enter 
into life eternal, but “how to succeed’ 
in this present world. . 
Norman Vincent Peale, the “ 
apostle of the psychiatric gospel, ad 
vertised his Sunday morning subject 
in the New York papers recently ass 
“Why Popular People are Popular,’ 
If this is a gospel subject, then it is 
the gospel of this world and has nos 
thing to do with the relation of men 
to God and the world to come. The 
message “How To Be Saved” has beer! 
changed to the message “How Te 
Succeed.” How to be ‘saved involve 
getting along with God — how 
succeed involves getting along with 
other people. f: 
In the old days when so many 
waking hours were spent in hare 
work, the idea of “success” meant the 
obtaining of leisure. So the sociai 
gospel dealt with working conditions: 
long hours, the need for leisure time: 
This was approached on a grouy 
basis — it was social. Now that things 
have developed so that many people 
work so little, leisure has become, no 
a goal to be reached but a problem 
to be solved, for when we have no) 
thing to do the real problem be: 
comes, “What shall I do with myself?” 
This real problem of ourselves Jesus 
dealt with, not from the standpoint o» 
the present world but from that ob 
the world to come — “let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, anc 
follow me.” Matt. 16:24. The preach: 
ers of the psychiatric gospel, how 
ever, do not deal primarily with the 
real problem of ourselves, for that is 
an eternal problem. They make the 
problem that of dealing with others: 
which is a problem of this world. Se 
the message is not about being righ 
with God, but of getting along witl 
others, and spiritual hunger is direct: 
ed to find out “why popular peopled 
are popular.” This may have appealec 
strongly to Demas for it was this 
present world he loved. { 
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rill startle some people to real- 
1at Pentecostal preaching can 
ve a tendency, like modernistic 
eaching, to become involved in this 
rth-centered emphasis. The. mes- 
ge “How To Be Saved” often be- 
somes the “Message of Deliverance” 
and the deliverance stressed has to do 
largely with this present world. Faith 
is presented as bringing the things 
needed for this world — physical, fi- 
nancial, etc. The Gospel appeal and 
publicity is centered around the needs 
of this present world and thousands 
go for this who are moved to do very 
little about the world to come. 

It would seem that Jesus consider- 
ed something else more important 
than “Deliverance.” “It is better for 
thee,” said the Lord Jesus Christ, “to 
enter into life halt or maimed, rather 
than having two hands or two feet 
to be cast into everlasting fire . . . It 
is better for thee to enter into life 
with one eye, rather than having two 
eyes to be cast into hell fire.” Matt. 
18:8,9. : 

_ This was not the preaching of one 
who opposed healing or who had no 
faith or who felt no compassion for 
the afflicted. This was the searching 
clarification of objectives and com- 
parative values — it was the balanc- 
ing of the relative importance of that 
which pertained only to this present 
world, with that involved in the world 
which is to come. For Jesus knew 
that, after deliverance has brought 
the supply for every physical and fi- 
nancial need, these benefits belong 
strictly to this present world and are 
left behind in the passage to the 
world to come. 

_ In looking back at the early Spirit- 
filled preaching recorded for us in 
the New Testament we are impressed 
by the emphasis on eternal things — 
by the fact that those audiences were 
not so much urged “to receive” as 
they were called “to repent.” Acts 


38. 

_ The words of John the Baptist 
which sent his disciples to follow 
Jesus emphasized that part of Christ's 
work which had to do with eternity 
—“which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” John 1:29. 

The words of Jesus which prepared 
His disciples to receive the Promise 
of the Father emphasized that part 
of the Holy Spirit’s work which in- 
volved eternal results — “he will re- 
prove the world of sin, and of right- 
tousness, and of judgment.” John 16:8. 
_ The setting in which the Apostle 
charged Timothy to preach the word 
was — “before God, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who shall judge the 
uick and the dead at his appearing 
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and his kingdom . . .” Paul indicated 
that in time to come there would be 
fewer openings and less demand for 
this kind of preaching, whereas there 
would be “heaps” of openings for 
preachers with an earth-centered mes- 
sage. II Tim. 4:1-4. 

When Paul wrote that Demas had 
forsaken him, “having loved this pres- 
ent world,” I suppose we assume that 


he went into sin and so backslid. To 
love the world, we think, is to love 
the bad that is in it — surely one 
could never go astray loving the good 
that is in it! But what if Demas left 
Paul, not to go into sin but to stay in 
the ministry and express his love for 
this present world by changing his 
emphasis — by preaching an earth- 
centered gospel? 


A MISSION FIELD AT 
OUR FRONT DOOR

t is not necessary to visit a 
foreign country to find 
heathen practices and wor- 


ship. Many of our own neighbors — 
American Indians — live in rank heath- 
enism and have never been told the 
good news of the gospel. Their medi- 
cine men live very wicked lives and 
give themselves wholly to Satanic 
powers. Many Indian people are full 
of the fear and superstition that has 
been instilled within them. Peyote 
worship is spreading like wildfire 
across one reservation. Peyote is a 
dope which looks something like a 
piece of dried peach. This worship 
is Satanically inspired to keep our In- 
dians in darkness. 

In the little village of Guadalupi in 
Arizona at Easter time, the usual fes- 
tivities, which are a mixture of Cath- 
olicism and paganism, took place. If 
you could have accompanied the mis- 
sionaries and observed the activities, 
you would have felt as they did: Can 
a thing like this take place here in 
America? The missionaries saw the 
shrine the Indians had built, the im- 
ages, the headdresses (which were as 
hideous as those worn in the African 
jungles), and heard the wail of their 
chants. An area about the size of two 
ordinary city lots was turned over for 
dances—if they can be called “dances.” 
It was impossible to tell who was tak- 
ing part for they were all disguised. 
There was much drinking. They had 
made an image of Christ and painted 
it black. Kissing its feet, they danced 
or kept time with the drum-drum of 
the sticks and drums they had made 
for music. 

All week before Easter this took 


place throughout the nights and most 
of the days. The “Fiesta” was excit- 
ing to them. It was an annual event! 
Many of the pale faces came to see. 
The night before Easter they made a 
stuffed dummy for Judas which they — 
put in the bushes. Then they danced, — 
chanted and drank. Finally they shot — 
the dummy full of holes and burned it. 
No picture taking is allowed for they 
say it is bad luck to them and they 
may mob a photographer and break 
the camera if any attempt is made to 
take pictures. 

But God is working. Many souls 
have been saved, healed and filled 
with the Holy Spirit on the various 
reservations where our missionaries 
are located. 

Yes, God is working, but He must 
work through us and through the mis- 
sionaries who He calls. Those who 
cannot go as missionaries can pray 
and support the Home Missions work 
financially. Even clothing and food 
which is sent to the missionaries for 
distribution plays its important part, 
for it often opens the door of Indian 
hearts to the gospel. Our Indian Mis- 
sions Fund is $5,000 in the red. Some 
of the missionaries are dependent on 
this fund for their salaries (two more 
have recently been added) since their 
support is inadequate from the field 
There is no chance to build up this 
fund unless there is concerted action 
from the districts. There is no re- 
serve for emergencies which often 
arise. Some of the missionaries have 
conducted building projects from their 
own meager resources, sO great is 
their desire to see the work of God 
progress among the Indians. How

want to list just a few 
things I believe we have 
learned in our Crusades 


that I believe we can apply to our 
churches. 

First, I think we have learned the 
power of prayer. When we went to 
London I told Jerry Bevin and Mr. 
Haymaker who were to set up the 
London Crusade, to put all the em- 
phasis on prayer; Not necessarily on 
organization, nor publicity, but pray- 
er. I said, “I believe God will answer 
the united prayers of people.” That 
is the reason I stay on the “Hour of 
Decision.” Because I believe on our 
radio program we have united a host 
of prayer warriors around the world. 
Our radio program is on almost a 
thousand stations. Every Sunday it 
is our privilege to speak to thousands 
of people in Australia, in New Zea- 
land, all through the far East. We 
are on every station in every country 
in South America. We are on in every 
country in Central America. All 
through Africa. All through India 
and throughout the world. Wherever 
this program can be heard and each 
week we tell the people what we are 
doing, where we are, and we request 
their prayers. 

Every night that I stand up to 
preach, I know that back of me is a 
great barrage of prayer and I believe 
that is the great secret of what God 
is doing. I believe the people of Sac- 
ramento and our Crusade as well as 
in San Francisco were the recipients 
of the benefits of world-wide prayer. 

What about fasting? I know that 
we don’t talk about that any more and 
a lot of people say there is nothing to 
fasting in the modern day but I want 
to tell you from my own little experi- 
ence — praying and fasting accom- 
plishes great things. I can rational- 
ize myself out of it completely but if 
I just take it by faith and pray and 
fast, I have seen miracles performed.

I have seen the hardest places in our 
work overcome by praying and fast- 
ing and I believe that God is still look- 
ing for the minister that will pay the 
personal price of prayer. 


Secondly, I have learned that God 
honors faith. I am not a man of great 
faith, but I have had the privilege of 
working with committees that had 
great faith. It took a lot of faith for 
that committee in London, with no 
money, to take Harringay Arena for 
three months, at a fabulous cost to 
them. They didn’t see any possibility, 
humanly speaking, that they could 
ever do it — to bring an American 
minister, unknown in Britain, over 
there. I didn’t either, and yet God 
honored their faith. It took a lot of 
faith for the men in New York to take 
Madison Square Garden for four 
months. Humanly speaking it looked 
impossible but they dared to do big 
things by faith. When we came to 
San Francisco and they first talked 
about going to the Cow Palace a lot 
of people laughed, even on the com- 
mittee. Some thought the auditorium 
was too large in San Francisco but 
the committee stepped out by faith 
and took that great big Cow Palace. 
It is eight miles out of San Francisco, 
one of the worst located places in 
which we ever held our Crusades. 
Look what happened. I believe God 
honored their faith and I believe the 
time has come for us to dare great 
things in our churches. To expand our 
tents, to move out into new areas and 
to do greater things than we've ever 
done before. God honors faith. Jesus 
said unto him, “If thou canst believe, 
all things are possible to him that be- 
lieveth.” And then thirdly, we have 
and power of the scriptures. I have 
learned in our meetings the authority 
found that scripture just quoted has 
a tremendous impact. The scripture 
becomes a rapier in my hand as I be- 
gin to quote it. The Word of God is 


a hammer and a weapon. Preach th 
word. The people can read in th 
magazines and in the newspapers 
these wonderful articles that are 
ing written on various phases of ps 
chology, etc., today. Let’s give th 
the scriptures that they are not ge 
ting anywhere except in the: chure 
and if they don’t get it in the churct 
where else can they get itP And let’ 


and powerful and sharper than am 
two-edged sword, piercing even to tu 
dividing asunder of soul and _ spir?

tents of the heart.” 

Fourthly, we have learned the po 
er of the Holy Spirit. You know, 
the main denominations we have look 
ed a little bit askance at our brethrer 
from the Pentecostal churches becausé 
of their emphasis on the doctrine o 
the Holy Spirit. Dr. Tim Van Duser 
wrote an article in Life Magazine 
about three weeks ago, or maybe é 
month ago that maybe some of you 
saw entitled, “The Third Dimension 
in Protestantism” and he said. “The 
Pentecostal movement can no longe: 
be considered a fringe group in Pro’ 
testantism.” He said, “It’s the fastes: 
growing movement in Protestantism 
today and must be taken within the 
fold of Protestantism”, and I wonde: 
if one of the secrets of Pentecostalisrr 
cannot be learned by our mainstrearr 
churches with the great emphasi: 
on the Holy Spirit. I am sure tha: 
my Pentecostal brethren that are here 
today would agree with me that there 
have been extremes and excesses tha: 
have embarrassed many of them a 
times but I want to tell you I believe 
the time has come to give the Hol) 
Spirit His rightful place in our preach. 
ing, and in our teaching, and in ow 
churches. We need to go back anc 
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tudy again what Paul meant when he 
aid, “Be (ye) filled with the Holy 
spirit.” We need to learn once again 
what it means to be baptized with the 
Spirit. I know that we can rational- 
ze and immediately 10,000 theological 
statements come back and we try to 
‘igure it all out, but brethren, I want 
‘0 tell you that we need to accept, 
we need to get something. Give it 
any terminalogy you've got. We 
don’t have the same enthusiasm, and 
the same dynamics, and the same 
power the early church had! They 
had no Bibles. They had no revised 
version to argue over. They had no 
serminaries. No Bible schools. No 
radios, no telephones. No _ printing 
presses. No churches. Nothing. And 
they turned the world upside down 
in one generation. What did they 
have? They had an experience with 
the living Christ. And they had the 
filling of the Holy Spirit. And we need 
to get back to the secret of primitive 
Christianity. Look what we should be 
doing with our churches and semin- 
aries and all the other facilities we 
have. 


_ Then fifthly, I have learned in 1958 
that Christ can change lives. He is 
changing lives. And I am convinced 
that here is where some of my friends 
that put all the emphasis on the hori- 
zontal and all the emphasis on the 
social implications of the gospel and 
[ believe here is where they are 
wrong. We are trying to get unregen- 
erate, unconverted people to live like 
Christians and they don’t have any 
power within them to live like Chris- 
tians, and to apply Christianity to 
society. I believe first we've got to 
get them to Christ and then we can 
send them into the world to be the 
salt of the earth and the light of the 
world. 


_ And then, sixthly, I believe that I 
nave found in California that this is 
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To The Churches 


P again what it means to be baptized with the Spirit 


the harvest time. Bishop McConnell 
of the Methodist Church said fifty 
years ago that the next great revival 
that would sweep America would be- 
gin on the west coast and he said, “I 
predict this revival will take place in 
the next fifty years.” This year marked 
the fiftieth anniversary of that state- 
ment. I believe we are on the verge 
of revival. This is the great frontier 
of America. This is the great west 
coast. The whole nation has been 
looking east for many years. Now 
they are going to look west. Your 
population is going to become the 
greatest of any state in the union. You 
are going to pass New York in the 
next few years in population. The 
great industries, the great education- 
al centers that will lead America in 
the future are going to be on the west 
coast. What a tremendous challenge! 
In the light of this hour of harvest 
my suggestion to you would be: dur- 
ing the rest of the year — preach 
evangelistic sermons. You know your 
people need it. I know some of you 
preach evangelistic sermons every 
Sunday but some of you don’t. Preach 
evangelistic sermons every Sunday. 
Then preach with authority. If you’ve 
got any doubts about the Christian 
faith, if you've got any doubts about 
any parts of the Bible, don't pass 
them on to people — they have 
enough doubts of their own. Remem- 
ber Jesus preached with authority. 
This was one of the secrets of His 
preaching. He “spake as one having 
authoritv.” And nobody wants to hear 
somebody stand up and say, “I think 
this, or I suppose this, or I disapprove 
this.” Preach with authority. Then 
preach with simplicity. James Denny, 
the great Scottish theologian, once 
said “if you shoot above the people’s 
heads in your preaching you don’t 
prove anything except that you don’t 
know how to shoot.” Preach with ur- 
gency. Oh, we need to preach with 


urgency today. Here the world is 
standing on the brink of hell and the 
only urgent people seem to be the 


scientists. On the atomic side of the 


bulletin they have just moved the 
hands of the clock to one minute to 


twelve. In other words they think it’s _ 


only about one minute till doom. And 
they are warning everybody. And we 
ministers are going on as though we 
were going to live here for a thousand 
years. We need some urgency in our 


preaching. We need to let the people 


know we are in dead earnest. 
During the New York Crusade we 
were in one of the biggest churches 
in the City, I had a frank discussion 
with the minister of that church be- 
cause he became one of my closest 
friends during the Crusade. I asked 
him, “How many people in your 
church do you have who could lead 
another person to Jesus Christ?” He 
thought a moment, he looked at me 


and as he looked at me a great tear 


came down his cheek. He said, “Billy, 
I don't believe I've got a man in my 
church who would know how to lead 
another one to Christ.” Brethren, that 


is a tragedy. And how true, how often. . 
true it is. If I were you, Id forget” 


numbers in ‘my church. I'd concen- 
trate on getting the people I’ve got 
really committed and growing. Tm 
not a big church man. In my experi- 
ence around the country I’m a little 
church man. I wouldn’t want ten 
thousand members or five thousand 
members. I would want about 600 
members. People I could get close to. 
People I could train. People I could 
make Timothys and Marks and men 
of God and we need to do more of 
that in our churches today. End

nd of the children of Issachar, 
Of which were men that had 
understanding of the times, 


to know what Israel ought to do; Of 
Zebulun, such as went forth to battle, 
except in war, with all instruments of 
war, fifty thousand, which could 
keep rank: they were not of double 
heart.” I Chronicles 12:32,33. 

Five years ago I made a tour of 
the Holy Land. We landed, by plane, 
at Beirut, and proceeded to Damas- 
cus. We spent considerable time tour- 
ing that ancient city, the crossroads 
of the east. With my company, I visit- 
ed a Mohammedan Mosque, a tre- 
mendous edifice, in which was a 
court for the women, but the women 
were not permitted in the Mosque 
proper. This area was for men only. 
There were no chairs in the Mosque, 
but the whole area within was cover- 
ed with oriental rugs, and on these 
rugs, we were told, ten thousand men 
would kneel at one time. 

A little later, walking through the 
streets of Damascus, I saw fine-look- 
ing, well-dressed business men, with 
large strings of amber beads in one 
hand. My first impression was that 
these men were selling the beads to 
tourists, but, my guide informed me 
that these were Mohammedan prayer 
beads, that the business men that I 
had observed were Mohammedans, 
that a Mohammedan is never idle, 
but, in his leisure he moves his beads 
and prays to Allah. 

Mohammedanism has no paid 
evangelists or missionaries, yet it has 
spread fantastically. What is the se- 
cret? It lies in the fact that Moham- 
medanism is a religion for men. The 
emphasis for the spread of their re- 
ligion has been placed where is be- 
longs — upon men — and these men 
have become fanatical in the spread- 
ing of their cult. I saw these men, un- 
ashamedly, at their hours of prayer, 
turn their backs upon their business 
and upon their customers, and pray 
to Allah. 

A thousand times I have compared 
the methods of the Christian church 
with the cult of Mohammedanism. 
Too often, and too long, have we rele- 
gated the important ministry and ser- 
vice of the church to our women, to 
such an extent that the world has of- 
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ten referred to the fact that religion 
is for women and children. 

Billy Graham, in setting up his tre- 
mendous world ministry, gathered 
about him business men, whom he 
inspired with the vision of a great 
world ministry. Oral Roberts, and 
many of our top evangelists, have 
done the same. Our churches need to 
inspire our men with a vision of our 
movement, its great world outreach, 
its tremendous proportions and mag- 
nitude. Men need inspiration. They 
are doing things, big things, in the 
everyday life. Look at our fine con- 
tractors, architects, engineers, Own- 
ers of small business, and even poli- 
ticians. These men could be utilized, 
and be utilized they will. Men like 
to see things done, to see things ac- 
complished. They ought to be used 
in the program of our Assemblies of 
God. Read my Scripture again, par- 
ticularly the last verse. These were 
men who not only knew what Israel 
ought to do, but men who could keep 
rank. 

Perhaps an illustration will help. 
In our congregation in Turlock is a 
man well-known in our Assemblies of 
God. When the opportunity arose, 
and our district needed a man, a 
Christian business man, in one of its 
departments, I suggested the broth- 
ers name. The same thing happened 
in our General Council. What is the 
result? Simply this: that Christian 
business man is sold on the Assem-

t has been just eight years since the
